ſembled. 1643. © make up a wreath of bayes,and a chaplet of roſes for that head 

on Pſalm 12. © chat hath been ſo long crowned with thorns, This day 1

If I am w»methoarcal in my diſcourſe , impute it tothe 
Hyperbaton of joy : the narural diſorder of that heightned 
paſhon, may not misbecome this day. 

This day *cis juſt a twelve-monch,fiuce we were ſinging 4rc- 
ther tune in this City ; Bur bleſſed be God, while 1 was per- 
forming my duty, the joyfull news was brought that'the 
Phanatique cloud was diſperſed, which threatned the prevent- 
ing of alltheſe bleſſings of goedne(s : and therefore hnce the 
Ruler of the ſtars hath been ſo favourable, as ro crown th:s 
year thus with thy goodneſs;that we have an n»parallePd Prince, 
for ſufferinss and wertues , after a twelve years divorce from 
his people , ſo #nanimuſly owned , [» / appily returned, [o 910- 
riouſly recerved, ſo firmly eſtabliſht, ſo unrverſally beloved,and 
ſo ſolemrly crown'd , as it 18 this day , we cannot but rake up 
this boly *E-y{x,oy, or ſong. of triumph : and bear our part in 
the burden of chis Pſalm of prayer and ſay , as rhe King ſhall

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rejojce im thy ſtrength, © Lord , ſo will we ſing and praiſe thy 
ower, 

The whole P/a/m ſeems to be penned on purpoſe for the co- 
ronation of a King , and 1s primarily to be underſtood of Da- 
vid, the proverb of Kizgly bleſſings : with reference to 
Chriſt, the anty:'p?: of David, and author Of thoſe bleſſings : 
and 1s very applycadle to every godly Prince , that writes af- 
ter Davids copy , and Chriſts example , and through many 
tribulations, enters into the glory of his kingdome. 

If I ſhould draw the Parallel th:ouzhout the Pſalm, be- 
tween King David and our pious Soveraign ; 1 might poſ- 
fibly ſeem recious , but be neither guilry of falſhood , nor 
flattcyy , both which are abominable in this ſacred place. 

In the tormer part the firſt ſeven verſes of the Plalm , 
there 1s a nctabie 'ATapifunris » Or Enumeration of thoſe ſignal 
bleſſings, wherewith God ble(s'd them both, and for which 
theretore they both bleſs God. Salvation in the firſt verſe. 
Satisfattiion in the ſecond, Coronation of his head in che 
third verſz, Prolongarion of his lite in the forth verſe, G/o- 
Ty, honour, ani Majefty in the fifth. Swuperlative benedifti- 
on, Exceſſive joy in the fixth, nay p:ovidentaally ſetled , as 
the AbStratt of bleſſings , and that for ever. And all this 
heap and load of bounty , flowing from the favourable coun - 
renance , and the never failing mercies of the molt high, 
verſe. From Gods gracious acceptance of the Kings pray- 
ers, v.2, and his preventing grace in the Kings extremutues , 
verſe 3. not floivin;trom any merit of his ovn, but be- 
cau(e of his conlianrt faith, and cruſt and conhdence 1n God, 
vere 5, which 1s the be{t foundation of an unmnovable and 
{2tl24 continuance of a.l there, And in the latter part, 
{ that we may know at the{ame time in which the King is 
i0 nappy ) hat ſhall become of his exemies; and that his 
encmies may know what vill become of all their creacheties 
and conſpiracies : both their proſperous rebellions , and thei: 
yet uncovered ſtratagems and machinations: ) there is 
an *EZounntynors 3 aconfefſion , or acknowledgement of Gods 
power , or a prophecy of their deſfruition, that hate the 
Lord's Chrijt, His hand, his right hand ſhall find out them

And becauſe they blotted 
ſuch a miſchievous device, which they were not able to per- 
form, werſe 11, Andyet, though their power was weak- 
ned , their wil! was not wanting, and they fow2 ht, as it were, 
the /aft man againſt God : therefore now will God langh 
at their calamity , and make them the ſport of his fury, the 
But of his vengearce , emptying his quiver upon the very 
faces of them, and cut them off with a methodical de- 


ſfruftion, as the words inforce it , verſe 12, And what can 


be the © concluſion of both theſe ? 2:z. the preſervation of 
this anointed, and the confuſion of this and their Adver- 
faries ; bur ler God be exalted in his oivn ſtrength, and ſo 
will we ſing and praiſe his pover who giveth ſuch 
deliverance unto Kinzs, and reſcueth Daw: his ſervant from 
the hurtfull and cruel ſword. 

Now becauſe this third verſe contains ſo full a reaſon, and 
oround of the Kings unexpreſſible joy, O how greatly ſhall 
he rejoyce | becauſe it immediately follows the ozly Selah of 
of the Pſalm, and appears by the firſt particle, for, to be 
the cauſe of the /:;ft;ng up , both of the heart and voice , 
both of David and /ſrae!, of King and p:ople: I have con» 
fined my thoughts to that alone, leaving the ret of the 
Pſalm to your occafional meditations : and herein we have 
enough to carry on the para/lel, to teach us our duty and 
happineſsin the Kings honour and deliyerance, Here is

in ſucha /arge fictd, I ſhall only gather ſome flowers to 
weave a Civique garland for our Ceſar , that at leaſt we may 
alſo crows him with our loyal thoughts , our herrty wiſhes, and 
and our Reltgrons prayers : and firlt let us look on the Origi- 
nal awhile., and ſee Davids inlargement : that we may 
make room for his Mareſfties honony to be ſeen, 

If we conſider him in the ſacred Bory from his firſt anoint- 
in2 by Samwel, tothe end of his reign , we ſhall find much 
of this free and preventing gy.zce of Cod beſtoived upon him : 
and indeed God isnor ſatisfied to Live when we ask , but be- 
fore we think of mercy to b2ſto'v It, that is, his Preroga-= 
trve, that 1s, his d:l1ght. 'Tis the bleſſeng of Gods goodneſs 
to prevent with tender mercies. To prevent , and with a bleſ- 
ſins, and that of goodneſs too , that is the fat of the ſacrifice , 
the Crown of benediftion ; thus it was with David, thus with 
#45 tO, B 2 When 
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When he was following the Ewes great with young , a 
Kingdome entred not into þlis thoughts: yet then prevenit 
D:494, He was ſent for by Samuel: Ell his elder brother 
was not taken, nor any of his brethren , but He , a youth, 
a tripling , anointed chen, and by divine appointment en- 
tititled to the Crown, 

For this Crown he ſtayes ſome years, till Sau! the Tyranc 
and cruel _ of David was dead , and Hisday was come 
and all the while that the evil ſpiricof Saz/ſticred him up , 
to plot and contrive Davids dzftruRion ; what a heap and 
catalogue of preventing mercies and memorable delive- 
rances are Iie:iltred in the latter half of that firſt book of 
Samncl, 

How often was Sax hindred from aQuall murder of Da- 
vid? ſometime by the unmatchable love of Fonathan, Saul; 
own ſon : ſometime by the kindneſs and policy of Michael , 
Savuls own daughter. One while by cransforming Sauls Pur- 
ſrrvants into Prophets, Nay, if that will not change his fu- 
:10us reſolution, but he will himſelf purſue David, you'l 
find him rand to a proverb, and like Sas/ in the Goſpel, not 
now a perſecuter of David, but a Proph:t alſo in Samuels 
(olledge. 

But yet the fear that David will enjoy the kinodome, makes 
Saul continue his impotent fury: and then though good 
David is forced to fly, and baniſh himſelf, yer he is not 
Rarv'd : The Prizfts rather ſhall relieve him with Hal- 
lowed bread, ( though that curſed Doeg makes them pay for 
it, with their lives; ) yet chough the plot be againſt the 
Prieſts , as well as the King ; ( and truly for no other cauſe 
but their faithfulneſs co the King ) Bleſſed be God for all 
cheir malice, Abiathar is eſcaped, an honeſt high Prieſt, to 
maintain the ſucceſ/tor, 

Nay when the ungratefull men of Xe:/ah will betray their 
Delivercygiving up David into the cruel hands of Sau/,though 
He had ſaved them from the 1oſſe-troopers of the Philitiines : 
God will reveal the conſpiracy , and give him opportunity to 
eſcape, And when the Ziphites turn Intelligencers , and 
help Saz/to itviron David , ſo that his eſcape is thought 1m- 
poſſible : 
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poſſible : God will divere the fatal ratagem by the Phi; /#ines 
[ryaſion, 

Yet Sa» ſeeks toſlay him day by day, and at Enge1; it hap- 
pensthat David had opportunity to flay Sawl, but he only cuts 
off th: lap of his garment , and God ſends Sau! home from the 
{laughter, with chat mercifull comftion, 

This and much more is reviltred for our inftru&ion, thar we 
mizht conſider hovv often (as he ſaith) there was but « top 6-- 
between him and death yethe liv:s ſtill, and after his pati- 
ent waiting upon God, H- is at l(t Poſſeſſor of che regal 
Crown: and that is brought him too by an Amalekute, not 
by an 1/raelite , leſt the people ſhould brag that they gave 
hum che Crown, ill to ſhew the prevention of divine boun- 
ty, 

' Well , Crown'd he 1s, and He raigns in H:bron ſeven 
years, and is (till follow2d with preventing grace; agol4es 
chain of multiplied preſervations , till about thirty years after, 
the King of Ammons crown is (et ontoo: a Maſſy crown of 
finer gold, and precious ſtoxes init; which Crown ( ſay all 
the Interpreters ) this our Text 1s meant of; and this was 
a meer prevention of Mercy, for you will find, that Da- 
vid (though He was David was under a (ad cloud at that 
time, and his fin upon fin, one to cover the other, the nwrder 
of Uriah, to cover his Adultery with Bath(heba , had rather 
rendred him liable toa /evere ju4gement , then fit for ſo rich 
a crown; but as before in his diſtrefles by Saul, vitan petiit , 
He asked life , and God gave it Him ; ſo now, vemam periit , 
He beg'd pardon , and God forgave Him. 

The ſtory of David, if I ſhould track ic ſtep by Rep, would 
yield a Volum, rather then a Sermon, Not an honeſt En- 
gliſh man among us , bur might crak his Bible, and with a 
grateful acknowledgement , turn moſt of it into an Allege= 
ry for this Day, Three things more I cannot but point at in 
David ; twoof which concern Kings in general , bur all 
three are moſt eminently applicable to our moſt gracious Sove- 
raign , and (0 Iſhall be led by the hand into my intended 
Application, 
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I, The firſt is 1n the Text expreſſed : Tu prſniſt: ; God is the 
ſetter on of Crowns, This to reRtifie our judgements, which 
if they were in this poinc erroneous , 'cis hoped they are by 
this time ſomewhat convinc'd by previdence » which hath been 
the great argument all along. 

Forif this be true, that Per me Reges reonart , that God 
is th: Soveraign ſmpoſer and D:ſpeſer of Crowns, then let the 
ambirious Abſalsms and Feroboams of the world, that 1. #ſurp 
Crowns take notice of this act of God ; nor ipſe /ibr,'ſed Des 
ip/4, Dav:d did nor ſnatch at ir,and ſer it on his own head , 
bur God did ſetit on Davids head. The Crown is in Gods 
hand, faith Eſay 62. 3. 414 T1 have ſet thee this day over the 
Nations, ſauh Jeremy 1.10. Where it is rightly placed, there 
is Gods r:ght hand 1n it, 

Well might cherefore the Emperors tile themſelves 945+ - 
cis, and {0 ſignificantly ſtamp their coynes with a hand 
commg out of the cleuds , and ſetting a Crown upon their 
heads. 

Again, Let ſuch as pretend to a power of deſp»/ino Kings, 
conſider, that there is a nl: me tangere engraven upon eve- 
ry rmperial Crown: ſuch as Davids Was over Tulah , and 
( as it was excellently cleared by that [a] incomparable 
perſon, in his late charge at the ſolemn tryal of the Regi- 
cides) ſuch isthe Crown of Erg/ard, an Imperia! Crown. 
In this ſenſe only can chat phraſe be rightly underſtood , 
—_ Agamſt theegthee only have I ſinzed, Pſalm $1.4. Thongh 
Murder and Adultery , even in King David were great fins , 
yer he was accounted to none but God. And thus it is held forth 
in thoſe excellent (*) Canons, That,T her? 1s m9 ſuperior coer- 
crve power on earth, neither in the Pope , ney 11 the people, whey 
the Kings of England , and therefore for Subjects to brov 
arms againſt thr Kirgs, offentve or defenſive , upon any pre- 
rence whatſoever, ( they are the wery words of the Canon) 
i: at leaft to reliſt the powers ordained by Goa; and St, Paul 
faith, They recetve anto themſ-lves damnation, 

*Tis a concerning caſe ( B:loved) and therefore give me 
leave to ſay the more. Hear the ſad complaint of a Reve- 
rend (4) father of our Church , above twenty years ago ”

co the ruine of a reflouri}1ng Church and State , and the car- 
rying on of the great projeft of their Catholick, Dominion, 

Ler us (b:loved ) be more wiſe hereafter; Tu poniſti 
will be Scripture ſtill. God is the ſetter on of C:owns, This 
day is the marriage of the King to his p:ople 3 and matches 
you know are made in heaven; The Contra is long (ince 
paſt , this is the ſolemnity of rhe Royal E\ponſals: The Crown 
1s the gold ring, and lerthe Af:tro be (till, ( fince it is of

God miraculouſly reſtores che Kirg ; and He, as the tribute of 
thankfulneſs endeavours to reſtore the worſhip of Godinits pu- 
rity ; and by this indeed He is chiefly ſet as bleſsings for ever, 
by forwarding his peoples eternal blefedneſs, 

You ſhall find this in the fixth of the ſecond of Samvel, 
as ſcon as the Kingdome was confirmed tohim , the houſe of 
Saul growing weaker , and the houſe of David Rronger, (tor 
Sau! the father Was dead ; and Iſkboſheth Sauls ſon , that wag 
ſet up by Abner his Uncle, was cut off by Baanch and Rechab , 
two of the chief Command-rs in th: Army,) tis firlt care, [ 
ſay, after the ſetling of his Kingdome , was with /olemm joy 
and triumph to brixg back the ark of God « to his own Ciry,and 
its proper reſtirg place.
